Jury Dismisses 
Drew Libel Suit

jury trying the libel action brought 
| by Premier Drew of Ontario against 
the Toronto Star Ltd. and Publisher 
Joseph E Atkinson Wednesday 
found no libel 

John R. Cartwright, counsel for 
the premier, announced he would 
appeal against the verdict ou 
grounds that the trial judge, Mr 
Justice Kelly erred in his charge to 
the jury 

The case was dismissed, with 
costs to be paid by the plaintiff. At 
the request of defence counsel, a 
15-day stay of execution of the 
jJuadgment was granted to permit 
launching of an appeal 

Premier Drew had alleged that 
he was libelled personally in 
editorials published in the Toronto 
Daily Star from May 25, 1945, to 
June 2, 1945, inclusive in con- 
nection with charges made by E B 
Jolliffe, then leader of the oppos- 
ition in the Ontario legislature, re- 
garding the alleged existence of a 
“gestapo” in Ontario. The Jolliffe 
charges were made shortly before 
the 1945 provincial election 

In his three-hour charge to the 
jury Mr. Justice Kelly said the de- 
fence had not pleaded justification 

His lordship ruled Tuesday that 
the circumstances under which the 
Statements were published con- 


Stituted qualified privilege 

He said that such a statement, 
no matter how harsh or libellous 
can be made if it is agreed it is 
made in the common interest.
